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Animal 
ordinance 
adopted

After seeking legal advice and 
comments from the public, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners have approved and 
adopted a new animal control ordi- 
nance. 

In a letter to the Board from 
Liska Associates, governmental 
advocates for non-profits, the 
Commissioners and all those who 
worked on the ordinance were 
praised. 

“In the over 20 years I have been 
working with state and local gov- 
ernments on animal-related laws I 
have reviewed numerous local 
ordinances and state statutes. In 
that context, 1 want to advise you 
that your proposed ordinance is one 
of the best drafts ve reviewed,” 
wrote Eileen Liska, a legislative 
lobbyist for The Michigan Humane 
Society, who helped with the legal 
wording. 

Residents had an opportunity 
back in July to voice their opinions 
on a draft of the ordinance at two 
public hearings. 

Questions were raised about the 
breed-specific wording in regards 
to pit bulls, stating that all dogs of 
this breed or mix would automati- 


‘eally. be deemed a vicious animal. 


The breed specific wording has 
been changed, though reference to 
dangerous anima)s and those with a

Howard D. “Whitey” Madsen, 
78. of Grayling, former editor, pub- 
lisher and co-owner of The 
Crawford County Avalanche, has 
died. 

Death came October 13, 2000 at 
Grayling Nursing Center. 

A native of Gaylord, Mr. Madsen 
moved to Grayling and began work 
at The Avalanche as a printer in 
19.46. 

in 1967. he joined with a small 
group of investors to purchase The 
Avalanche, and served subsequent- 
lw as managing editor, editor and 
publisher. 

His weekly column. From Our 
Comer. became a reader favorite. 

Longtime friends Tom St. 
Germain and Larry McNamara 
have many fond memories of time 
Spemt with Mr. Madsen and took 
time 10 share them with us. “For 
wears, every Wednesday after the 
paper was put 10 bed. we'd go to the 
hotel (Shoppenagon’s) with Amie 
Mauren for a few ‘orange sodas’ 
and we would solve the communi- 
ties problems.” said McNamara, 
longtime owner of Mac’s Drug 
Store. “A good time was had by 
alll.~ 

McNamara remembers how 
Whitey” also known as “Torgy” 
(for his proud Danish heritage), 
really cared about the community 
amd became “one of the ring lead- 
ers” of the Big Opossum Hunts held 
Febroary 29. only in non-leap years. 
McNamara said Mr. Madsen and 
his friends sold mock hunting 
Inoemses for the the “hunts” then 
gave the money to charity.

St. Germain recalled a trip to the 
Upper Peninsula town of Baraga 
with his wife, Marie, and the 
Madsens. (The couples had 
become good friends after making 
acquaintance when St. Germain 
was coaching Whitey’s son, Dane, 
in high school basketball.) The trip 
to Baraga included a ride over the 
Mackinac Bridge in windy condi- 
tions. “The bridge was really sway- 
ing that day,” St. Germain said. 

Once the visit to Baraga was over, 
St. Germain announced that he 
knew a place in a small Wisconsin 
town nearby where “orange soda” 
was only !0 cents a glass. “That 
was sometime in the 70s,” St. 
Germain said. “Whitey thought we 
ought to check that place out.”

Ballot counting will take | 
time due to write-in rules

The ballots are ready and the 
stage is set for the November 7 
General Election. This year in 
Crawford County, a write-in cam- 
paign has local election officials 
preparing for a very busy election 
night. 

“We will take every precaution to 
assure that the votes are counted 
correctly,” Sandra Moore, Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of Deeds. 
“It’s going to be a long night.” 

When a candidate declares a 
write-in candidacy, election work- 
ers have to pay special attention to 
each ballot. Voters may still opt to 
vote a straight, split or mixed ticket. 
The problem for the election work- 
ers arises with straight ticket voting. 

When voting a straight ticket for 
any one party, the voter need only 
punch one hole and then move on to 
the Nonpartisan (blue) and Proposal 
(pink) portions of the ballot. 

Voting a straight ticket saves time 
in the voting booth, but when com- 
bined with a write-in candidate, 
election workers will have to check 
each baliot’s secrecy envelope for a 
vote. 

If a write-in vote is found by elec- 
tion workers to be properly written 
or secured by sticker under the flap 
of the secrecy envelope, then that

vote overrules the straight ticket 
vote for that office and a new bal- 
Jot will have to be prepared by elec- 
tion workers for entry into the vote 
tallying machine. __ 

Moore said all election workers 
throughout the county have 
received hours of training and feels 
confident that, although it may take 
extra hours of work, the election 
results will be true in Crawford 
County. 

The only way to avoid the extra 
hours of work by the election offi- 
cials and a delay in hearing the 
results, is for voters to take time in 
the booth and vote for each candi- 
date individually, instead of taking 
advantage of a quick straight ticket 
vote, both in the booth and with 
absentee ballots. Then, the only 
thing workers wil] have to look for 
is the write-in vote on the secrecy 
envelope. 

Thus far, only Timothy Coe has 
declared a write-in candidacy. He is 
running against incumbent David 
Lovely for Crawford County 
Sheriff. Those considering a bid for 
any office via write-in have until 
Friday, November 3 at 4 p.m. to 
declare their candidacy with the 
Clerk’s office. ; : 

Any question regarding election 
procedures may be directed to your 
county, city or township clerk.

The clean-up effort at the Road 
Commission’s brine well, located 
on Martindale Road just off of 
North Down River Road, continues 
this week, following a spill at the 
location late last month. 

After the spill was discovered, 
the Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) was immediately 
notified and the department has 
been overseeing the clean-up effort. 
Last week, the DEQ gave approval 
for the Road Commission to start 
backfilling at the site. 

Clean-up rules required the Road 
Commission to dig out affected soil 
and test the dirt until it was found to 
be “normal.” Road crews dug a 
sizeable hole at the location during 
the clean-up process, and trucked

P Survey shows 
strongest support for 
roadside pick-up, 
special assessment

After several public meetings and 
a written survey effort to gather 
input on the township's trash service 
dilemma. the Frederic Township 
Board voted 3-0 last Tuesday in 
favor of contracting roadside trash 
pick-up service for the township. 

Frederic. which currently offers 
only a compactor site for trash ser- 
vice. used a township vehicle and 
township employees to conduct its 
own roadside trash pick-up opera- 
tion for over a year, until the opera- 
tion was shut down by the 
Department of Natural Resources in 
May of this year. 

Just after the shut down. Frederic 
contracted briefly with Waste 
Management for roadside service. 
which cost the township over 
$8.200 for just over.a month of ser- 
vice. (The township had been doing 
its own roadside pick-up for rough- 


ly $2.000 per month.) 

The few weeks with Waste 
Management's roadside service fur- 
ther depleted an already decreasing 
township trash fund. Last month. 
the board decided to borrow from 
the township's fire fund to finance 
operation of the compactor site for 
the rest of the vear just to keep some 
trash service going. 

Several months ago. Zoning 
Administrator and = Township 
Trustee Mike Girard brought some 
cost estimates to the board’s atten- 
tion, showing that the trash fund 
wus going to run out of money 
before the end of the year. At that 
time. Township Supervisor Brian 
Hulbert recommended the board 
consider moving (0 a special assess- 
ment to fund township's trash se1- 
vice. to be implemented in place of 
the trash service millage. 

Under a = special assessment. 
everyone would pay the same 
amount of money for service. A 
millage is based on property values. 
so different property owners pay 
different amounts. A special assess- 
ment. Hulbert said. “would be more 
fair.” 

Frederic residents seemed to 


agree. 

As the board gathered public 
input at regular and special meet- 
ings. residents present overwhelin- 
ingly supported the idea of a special 
assessment over a millage to pay for 
trash service within the township. 

The next step was to decide which 
services to offer: roadside pick-up. 
the compuctor site. or both, 

Before making the decision to go 
with just roadside pick-up for next 
year. the township board recently 
collected more input in the form of a 
survey. 

Options outlined on the survey 
included: A) roadside pick-up and 
compactor. paid for by special 
assessment; B) roadside pick-up 
only, special assessment. C) com- 
pactor only, millage or special 
assessment: D) compactor only. 
with a price-per-bag system. Cost 
estimates were provided for each 
option. 

Girard reported the results of the 
survey at last Tuesday's meeting. Of 
228 usable responses, 43 checked 
“Proposal A.” 102 voted for “B.” 54 
selected “C.” and 28 marked “D.” 

The tewnship board voted 3-0 
(Hulbert and Trustee Karen

Bindschatel were absent) to adopt 
“Proposal B.” roadside service only. 

The proposal, estimated to cost 
$102.000. would cost $105/year for 
“improved” properties, and 
$25/year for “unimproved” proper- 
ty. 

('Unimproved™ means “vacant.” 
Girard said. Vacant lots next to a 
residence would not be charged 
$25/year in addition to the 
$105/year. Girard said.) 

The board must now decide on 
bid specifications, and advertise for 
bids based on those specs. 

The township must decide, among 
other details. what day trash should 
be picked up. a bag limit. whether 
large items will be included, if met- 
is and appliances will be accepted, 
and the length of the contract. 

“I think (the contract) should be 
revisited every year.” said Girard. 

Girard also said he would be in 
favor of allowing one large item per 
week to be included. a Monday 
pick-up day. and a five-bag limit. 

Also. Girard recommended the 
township keep the compactor site 
intact to be used only “for spring 
and fall clean-ups a couple times a 
year.”

the dirt away to the Road 
Commission's yard. The dirt will be 
salted and strained and used by the 
Road Commission for road sand in 
the winter.

those residences nearest to the brine 
well. 

Citizens who live on Martindale 
Road voiced their concerns regard- 
ing ground water at last Thursday's 
Road Commission Board meeting. 

At the request of those citizens 
present, the board agreed by con- 
sensus to test the water in the area at 
each well once a month until moni- 
tor wells could be installed. The 
monitors will likely not be put in 
until next spring. said Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock. 


At the meeting last week. 
Babcock, Martindale resident 
Michael Johnson, and Steve Takacs 
of the DEQ all agreed that any 
ground water problems for area res- 
idents were most likely not caused 
by the spill. 

The well has been at the location 
for over 30 years. and Martindale 
Road, like many dirt roads in the 
county, has been brined regularly 
during the summer to keep the dust 
down, 

“| think this is a historical thing.” 
said Takacs. “I don’t think the prob- 


lems we're seeing are a result of the 
spill.” 

Johnson asked the Road 
Commission to stop — brining 
Martindale Road, and to cease using 
brine on roads altogether. 

The board agreed to stop brining 
Martindale Road, but would not 
commit to discontinuing brine oper- 
ations within the county. 

The Road Commission Board has 
discussed the possibility of shutting 
down the Martindale brine well, but 
has not taken a vote on the matter. 
For now, the well is closed.

The new city hall is going to be 
built on the north side of James 
Street to the south of the Grayling 


Fire Department building. 


The main structure. presented at 
3.600 feet at a cost of about 
$400,000. did not include space for 
the Grayling Police Department. At 
the time. the existing library was 
being considered to serve as the 
police department's office, since the 
building will be vacant next year 
after the new library is constructed. 

Allen Lowe, City Manager and a 
member of the city’s three-person 
building committee. said the com- 
mittee felt the library building’s 
riverfront property could be put to 
“better use.”

ed to recommend one of the archi- 
tect’s proposals: building the new 
city hall larger than 3,600. The addi-. 
tion would connect to the fire 
department, and the extra space 
would leave room for the police. 
Once a new fire hail is built, and the 
existing one vacated, the police and 
city could use that building as well, 
and would already be connected to 
it. 

The total cost for the proposed 
city hall would be about $660,000, 
the original (and budgeted) estimate 
for the building. 

On Monday night, Council mem- 
ber D.J. Brown moved to approve 
the building committee’s recom- 
mendation. Councilman Jerry 
Hayes provided a second, and the 
motion passed 3-0. (Councilmen 
Brian Banda and Dave Wyman were 
not in attendance.) 

The architects will now move into 
the “design development” stage: 
working on a more exact floor plan 
and designing the exterior of the 
building.

penchant to be vicious because of a 
history of prior attacks or biting 
incidents are dealt with in the ordi- 
nance. 

Licensing of cats and ferrets, as 
well as dogs, is addressed. All 
breeds of these animals must be 
licensed and receive proper vacci- 
nations beginning at the age of four 
months. 

Dogs, cats and ferrets that have 
not been spayed or neutered and 
have reached the age of four 
months are required to be licensed 
For ani- 
mals that have been spayed or 
neutered, the annual fee is $5. 
Licenses must be purchased each 
year by February 28 or the pet 
owner must pay twice the normal 
license fee. Proof of current rabies 
vaccination will be required at time 
of licensing. 

For any animal that is deemed 
vicious as defined in Article II (w) 
of the ordinance and that is subject 
to Article XI, the license fee is $50. 

Special licensing rates are 
included in the new ordinance to 
cover kennels and pet owners with 
several pets kept on their property. 

The ordinance also covers the 
hiring of an animal control officer 
and a paid director to care for strays 
and abandoned animals taken in by 
the animal shelter. Duties of the 
animal control officer are outlined 
in detail and is the prime reason the 
County Commissioners wanted to 
revise the previous outdated ordi- 
nance. 

The complete ordinance can be 
found on Page 6B of this edition of 
the Avalanche. The type is small 
only to spare the county taxpayers 
the cost of publishing the entire 
ordinance across more pages. 
Copies of the ordinance, in larger 
print, are available in the County 
Clerk’s office. 

The ordinance becomes effective 
seven days after publication. 
Anyone found in violation of the 
new ordinance may be fined $100 
to $500 for each violation.

From printer’s devil to editor. publisher 
and owner, Whitey Madsen did it all. 
Whitey’s first newspaper job was as a kid 
printer’s devil. and there’s no lower entry 
level newspaper job than printer's devil. 
That was at The Otsego Herald Times in 
Gas ford. where he was born. 

After Army service overseas in the 
Pacific Theater during World War IL. 
Whitey found his way to The Avalanche as 
a printer ( he had married Thelma 
Papendick of Grayling while in service). 
returned briefly to the Herald Times and 
then was back at the Avalanche for good in

type by hand. operated a Jinotype. and ran 
the big old sheet fed newspaper press which 
printed The Avalanche. 

All those machines and all those opera- 
tions have long since disappeared from 
modern newspapers. even those in small 
towns. 

* * * 

IN 1967, I PUT together a small group of 
investors to buy The Avalanche from Bob 
and Eva Strong when they decided to retire. 
One of the conditions was that Whitey 
Madsen would be part owner and would 
stay on the job to run the newspaper side of 
the business. 

So in addition to all the mechanical and 
printing jobs Whitey had been doing for 
years. he became Editor. then Publisher. 
He added the duties of reporting stories. 
writing headlines. designing pages. writing 
a column, mailing the paper and all other 
aspects of newspapering except one: He 
refused to get involved with the bookkeep- 
ing side of the business. That's where he 
drew the line. 

Publishing a weekly can be hectic. and he 
often was exhausted after “putting this 
turkey to bed” or producing yet another 
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Whitey loved Grayling and Crawford 
County. In every decision he made. in every 
action he took. he always had the welfare of 
The Avalanche, Grayling and Crawford 
County right up front. 

Through it all. Whitey never forgot the 
reader -- the most important part of any 
newspaper. He treated people with respect 
as individuals, both in person and in print. 
It wasn't always easy for Whitey, dealing 
with readers irate about one thing or anoth- 
er. but that was his aim. 

Like all good editors and reporters. he 
was happy to print good news about people, 
and he agonized about how it might affect 
people when he had to print not-so-good 
news about them. 

x * * 

PEOPLE CAME first with Whitey. So 
did The Avalanche. and so did the welfare of 
the community he called home. His regular 
weekly column. “From Our Corner,’ was a 
reader favorite. whether you agreed with 
him or not. Through his column. thousands 
of Avalanche readers got to know Whitey 
and Thelma’s family -- especially their 
grandchildren. TJ. Stef and Amber -- as 
well as Whitey’s politics and his likes and 
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He sometimes used his column to vocif- 
erously defend his beloved community 
when he felt Grayling or Crawford County 
was being unfairly attacked. especially from 
the outside. 

For many years, Whitey Madsen was The 
Avalanche in Grayling and Crawford 
County. And he was a marvelous ambas- 
sador. too. Michigan and this part of the 
country have produced very few newspa- 
permen quite like Whitey Madsen ..... quite 
as good at everything connected with small 
town newspapering as he has been. With 
the advent of specialization, even in small 
town newspapers. there probably will never 
be any more. 

Whitey Madsen has been a genuinely pro- 
fessional all around newspaperman. He was 


one of the last of the disappearing breed of 


do-it-all newspaper folks. 

I HAVE HAD the honor and good for- 
tune to have been associated with Whitey 
Madsen at The Avalanche from 1967 until 
he retired completely two years ago. Even 
then, he still went into the office most every 
day. and offered advice and counsel. until 
his many ailments caught up with him in 
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Whitey Madsen during the course of 30- 
plus years. You learn other things about 
Whitey. too. like the fact he was a Dane, and 
proud of it. too. You learn that early. And 
you learn that Whitey was always a good 
person .... gentle. kind. fair. honest. reliable. 
an all around nice guy. 

I will miss him. So will The Avalanche. 
And so will the entire community. 


As a living memorial to Whitey and his 
long and distinguishing newspaper career 
at the Avalanche in serving Grayling and 
Crawford County, a scholarship memorial 
fund has been established through the 
Crawford AuSable School District.

Candidate’s spouse can no longer remain silent

While I have let others do the 
talking when it comes to the media. 
I find that 1 cannot remain silent 
when it comes to the October 5 fet- 
ter from Debbie Weaver regarding 
my husband.

You also stated that the reason for 
low morale is because Tim ran for 
sheriff. PUH-LEEZE! Since it has 
been at least two years since you've 
worked for the county. I can only 
guess where you get your informa- 
tion. Could low morale possibly be 
due to the fact that other department 
employees who supporied Tim may 
fear for their jobs? Do you think 
that Tim's reassignment to the jail 
might send 4 message to any other 
sheriff department staff who might 
entertain the notion of running 
against Sheriff Lovely in the future?

I would also like to respond to 
your comment regarding Michigan 
State Law MCL 15.403 which 
allows the sheriff to suspend with- 
out pay a deputy who announces his 
candidacy for the office of sheriff. 
My understanding is this can only 
be done for the 30-day period 
immediately preceding the election. 
As Tim requested the majority of 
this time off as vacation early in the 
year, it would have been rather silly 
of the sheriff to lay him off, would- 
n’tit? Believe me if the sheriff had 
the best interests of Tim and our 
family at heart he never would have 
asked for his resignation. 

Most importantly I would like to 
address the problem of 24-hour road 
patrol. I have seen Tim’s plan for 
achieving this and it involves noth- 
ing more than moving shifts around 
and nudging some staff from their 
comfort zones. By this | am refer- 
Ting to the detective being put back 
on road patrol (we can do without a 
full-time detective but can we live 
without round-the-clock protec- 


tion?). It also involves the sheriff 
and undersheriff covering the road 
when necessary. 

This county has been led to 
believe there is no money for 24- 
hour county law enforcement. How 
can that be when Sheriff Lovely 
underspent his budget by $104,000 
in 1999 alone? This is not rumor 
but fact contained within the county 
audit. We also know that the sheriff 
has underspent again this year as 
evidenced by comments made by 
Commissioner Lynnette Corlew in a 
recent Avalanche article. How is it 
that the sheriff complains about lack 
of funds. gives $104,000 back to the 
county that he was allotted but 
never spent, and then gets a $5,000 
raise? Something here just doesn’t 
add up.

Section 3. In the event of any of the above violations or a violation 
of any other provision of this Ordinance or of the laws of the State, the 
Animal Control Officer or any peace officer may issue an appearance 
ticket. citation or summons to the owner of said animal, summoning 
the owner to appear before the district court to answer charges made 
of violation of this Ordinance of laws of this State, proceed to obtain 
the issuance of a warrant and cause the arrest of the person against 
whom said violation is charged in order to bring said person before the 
court to answer the charge.

(b> Confinement: All vicious and/or dangerous animals shall be 
securely confined indoors or in a securely enclosed and locked pen or 
kennel. except when leashed and muzzled as provided in paragraph (a) 
above. Such pen. kennel or structure must have secure sides and a 
secure top attached to its sides. A fenced-in yard by itself i 
cient 10 meet this standard. All structures used to confine such animals 
must be flocked with a key or combination lock when such animais are 
within the structure. Such structure must have a secure bottom or floor 
attached to the sides of the pen or the sides of the pen must be embed- 
ded in the ground io a depth of no less than two (2) feet. All structures 
erected to house such animals must comply with all zoning structures 
and building regulations of the City or Township where located. All 
such structures must be adequately lighted and ventilated and kept in 
a clean and sanitary condition. The house or shelter for said animal 
must be totally enclosed within the confinement structure. 


(c) Confinement Indoors: No vicious and/or dangerous animal may 
be kept on a porch, patio, or in any part of a house or structure that 
would allow the animal to exit such building on its own volition. In 
addition, no such animal may be kept in a house or structure where 
window screens of screen doors are the only obstacles preventing the 
animal from eviting the structure. 


id) Signs: All owners, Keepers of hurborers of vicious animals 
within the County of Crawford shall within ten (10) days of the effec- 
tive date of this Ordinance display in a prominent place on their 
premises a sign, easily readable by the public from adjoining public 
roads OF streets, using such words as Beware of Dogi or other appro- 
Priate warning language. In addition, a similar sign must be posted on 
the kennel or pen of such animal.

(at Losurance All owners, keepers or harborers of vicious and/or 
dangerous animals must, within ten (10) days of the effective date of 
this Ordinance provide proof to the County of Crawford at itis Animal 
Control Division at the County Building of liability insurance in an 
amount of Five Hundred Thousand Dotlars ($500,000) for each occur- 
rence for bodily injury to or death of any person or persons which may 
result from ownership. keeping or maintenance of such animal. Such 
insurance policy shall provide that no cancellation of the policy will be 
ctlective untess ten (10) days written notice is first given to the Animal 
Control Officer at his business address, 

(bo Identification Photographs. All owners, keepers of harborers of 
victous and/or dangerous animals must, within ten (10) days of the 
effective date of this Ordinance provide the Animal Control Officer 
two (2) color photographs of the registered animal clearly showing the 
color and approximate size of the animal. 

(et Reporting Requirements. All owners, keepers or harborers of 
sicious and/or dangerous animals must, within three (3) days of the 
following incidents, report the same in writing to the Animal Control 
Ollicer.

Section 2. Eacephony. Notwithstanding the above provisions, it

These include 
non-puisonous snakes fess than three (3) feet in length, quails, pheas- 
ants, peacocks, raccoons, skunks, squirrels, wild turkey, and deer, but 
tty only be possessed if the following conditions are met. 


That the animals possessed are possessed under the proper State and 
Federal permits and/or ficenses.

Section 1. On Sune 15 of each year, the Treasurer shall make a com- 
parison of his records of the dogs, cats, and ferrets actually licensed in 
the County with the report of the Animal Control Officer to determine 
‘and locate all unlicensed dogs, cats, and ferrets. 


Section 2, On and after June 15 of each year, every unlicensed dog, 
cat, and ferret subject to license under provisions of this Ordinance or 
the statutes of this State, is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and 
the Treasurer shall immediately thereafter list all such unlicensed 
dogs, cats, and ferrets, as shown by the retums in his/her office of the 
supervisors and assessors, and shall deliver copies of such lists to the 
Animal Contro} Officer and the Director of the Michigan Department 
of Agriculture as well as those officers listed and set forth in Act 339 
of the Public Acts of 1919, being MCLA 287.277; MSA 12.527 as 
amended. 


Section 3. The Treasurer shall keep a record of all dog. cat, and fer- 
ret licenses and all kennel licenses issued during the year in each city 
and township in the County. Such records shall contain the name and 
address of the person to whom each license is issued. In the case of all 
individual licenses the record shall also state the breed, sex, age, color 
and markings of the dog, cat or ferret; and in case of a kennel license, 
it shall state the place where the business is conducted. The record 
shalt be a public record and open to inspection during business hours. 
He/she shall also keep an accurate record of all license fees collected 
by hinvher or paid over to him by any city or township treasurer, or 
other authorized agent of the County Treasurer. 


ARTICLE XIV 
FEES AND EXPENSES: DOG AND CAT CENSUS 


Section 1. Every township and City treasurer of Crawford County 
shall receive the sum of Fifty Cents ($.50) for each dog, cat, or ferret 
license issued. The remuneration as herein established stall be 
deemed additional compensation for additional services for each town- 
ship or city treasurer who receives a salary in lieu of fees, when so des- 
ignated by the appropriate township board of city council. 


Section 2. tt shatl he the duty of the Animal Contro! Officer annual- 
ly to make a census of the number of dogs, cuts, and ferret owned by 
all persons in the county. The Animal Control Officer is hereby 
empowered to employ whatever personnel he reasonably believes nec- 
essary to conduct this census within the budget limitations provided by 
the Bourd of Commissioners; such personnel shall receive for their 
all be set from time to time by the Bousd of 


Section 3. 


The duties and obligations herein imposed upon the 
respective designated officials may be delegated when permitted by 
law to some other appropriate person of persons by each of said offi- 
cials with like force and effect. 


Section 4. The fees and expenses as established by this Ordinance 
may be changed from time to time by Resolution or Motion of the 
Board of Commissioners.

Section 3. {f any past of this Ordinance shall be held unconstitution- 
af or void, such past shall be deemed severable and the invalidity there- 
of shait not affect the remaining pasts of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE XVI 
REPEAL, SAVINGS CLAUSE 


All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed, and specifically Ordinance of the County of Crawford 
adopted August 9, 1988 is hereby repeated; however, any and ali 
actions, civil or criminal, arising out of any Ordinance repeated hece- 
by which are pending in a court of this State of otherwise vested on the 
effective date of this Ordinance shat! not abate and shall be suved and 
may proceed to conclusion pursuant to such repeated Ordinance. 


ARTICLE XVI 
ADOPTION, PUBLICATION AND EFFECTIVE DATE OF 
ORDINANCE 


This Ordinance shall not be adopted unless a majority of the commis- 
sioners elected and serving shall vote in the affirmative on its adop- 
tion, The clerk of the Board of Commissioners shall then endorse this 
Ordinance and the Chairperson of the County Board of 
Commissioners shall sign this Ordinance, which shall then be certified 
by the clerk before it is considered adoptcd.
